9.  The  total  number  of  in-patients  admitted  in  the  year  was  13,135  as  against  12,575  and  1 1,932  during 
the  year*  1 940  and  1 939,  respectively. 


Extension  of  the  Hospital. 


10.  The  programme  of  Hospital  Extension  was  considerably  affected  by  the  war.  The  following 
extensions  were  completed  during  the  year  : — 

1 .  Extension  of  the  Out-patient  department. 

2.  Hospital  Kitchen  Block. 

3.  Observation  ward. 

The  rest  of  the  extension  programme  has  been  held  up  owing  to  difficulty  in  securing  building  material  and  it  is 
at  present  difficult  to  state  when  the  extension  programme  will  be  completed. 


Number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year  1941  and  the  total  expenditure  incurred  during 

1941-42. 

1 1 .  The  statistical  tables  attached  to  this  report  record  in  detail  the  number,  attendance,  etc.,  in  all 
the  departments  of  the  Hospital  and  the  number  and  nature  of  operations  performed  during  the  period  under 
report.  From  the  following  abridged  summary  it  will  be  seen  how  considerably  the  work  carried  out  during 
the  year  1941  has  grown  compared  to  that  in  the  previous  years.  On  an  average  19  more  out-patients  attended 
the  Out-patient  Department  of  the  Hospital  every  day  than  in  the  year  1 940.  So  far  as  the  in-patient  work  is 
concerned,  there  have  often  been  25  to  30  extra  patients  over  the  scheduled  number  in  the  Hospital,  the  maximum 
number  of  in-patients  on  a  single  day  being  503  thus  making  their  nursing  and  care  extremely  difficult.  Some 
relief  by  way  of  additional  staff  has  however  been  sanctioned  by  the  Corporation  for  the  year  1942-43.

12.  Out  of  the  total  number  of  13,564  in-patients  (13,135  admitted  during  the  year  under  report  and 
429  previous  year’s  balance),  3,197  were  cured,  6,870  were  discharged  relieved,  1,776  either  left  the  Hospital 
against  medical  advice  or  were  otherwise  discharged  and  1,271  died  leaving  a  balance  of  450  patients  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  Out  of  1 ,271  deaths,  378  died  within  the  first  24  hours  of  admission,  228  after  24  hours  and  within 
3  days  of  admission  and  the  remaining  665  after  3  days  of  their  admission  into  the  Hospital.

13.  It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  highest  number  of  out-patient  attendance  on  any  particular  day 
during  the  year  1941  was  1,898,  the  highest  number  of  new  admissions  in  the  out-door  department  on  a  single 
day  being  517.  Likewise  the  highest  number  on  a  single  day  of  old  cases  treated  was  1,334,  of  casualty  cases 
107  and  of  in-patients  admitted  65. 


1 4.  The  total  expenditure  incurred  on  the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  1 941-42,  including 
liabilities  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  exclusive  of  cost  on  the  extension  scheme,  approximately 
amounts  to  Rs.  6,72,239.  This  expenditure  includes  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  treatment  of  in-patients, 
the  cost  of  the  out-patient  department,  of  the  resident  medical,  nursing  and  labour  staff  as  well  as  that  of  the 
administration  and  of  the  maintenance  and  repairs  of  buildings,  etc.

It  may  be  stated  that  the  actual  cost  incurred  on  patients  (in-patients  as  well  as  out-patients)  under  drug, 
surgical  appliances,  etc.,  is  somewhat  more  than  that  indicated  in  the  above  tables  as  the  cost  of  some  of  the 
expensive  drugs,  and  injections  administered  to  patients  of  blood  transfusions,  etc.,  was  met  to  the  extent  of 
Rs.  15,324-13-2  in  the  year  under  report  as  in  the  previous  years  from  the  Poor  Box  Charity  Fund  of  the 
Hospital.  A  reference  in  this  connection  is  invited  to  para.  34  of  the  Report  and  to  Appendix  No.  21. 

18.  The  destitute  and  incurable  patients  of  the  Hospital,  as  also  those  needing  no  active  treatment 
but  whose  relatives  would  not  take  them  away  from  the  Hospital  were  continued  to  be  sent  to  Lady  Dhunba 
Jehangir  Home  for  Destitutes  and  King  George  V.  Infirmary  for  Incurables,  respectively,  which  receive  an 
annual  contribution  of  Rs.  1 0,000  from  the  Municipal  Corporation.  During  the  year  under  report,  1 3  patients 
were  transferred  to  the  Destitute  Home  and  524  patients  to  the  Infirmary  as  against  the  total  number  of  6  and 
263  patients  transferred  last  year  to  these  institutions,  respectively. 

19.  Arrangements  made  with  the  Maratha  Hospital  and  the  Turner  Sanatorium  for  the  transfer  of 
patients  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  continued  during  the  period  under  report.  176  Patients 
suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  transferred  to  the  Maratha  Hospital,  and  1 , 1 59  Patients  suffering  from 
various  infectious  diseases  were  transferred  to  the  Arthur  Road  Hospital  during  the  year.  It  may  be  stated  that 
as  many  as  291  cases  of  enteric  fever  and  271  cases  of  dysentery  and  29  cases  of  meningitis  had  necessarily  to 
be  transferred  there  on  account  of  congestion  in  the  Hospital.  Four  cases  suffering  from  early  Pulmonary 
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Tuberculosis  were  sent  to  the  Turner  Sanatorium  during  the  year.  68  Female  patients  were  also  transferred 
to  the  Nowrosjee  Wadia  Maternity  Hospital  as  they  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  obstetric  conditions. 


Cases  of  Congestive  Cardiac  Failure. 


20.  During  the  year  1941,  237  cases  of  congestive  cardiac  failures  were  admitted  and  treated  as  in¬ 
patients.  Following  the  lines  of  classification  as  suggested  by  the  American  Heart  Association,  these  cases 
have  been  grouped  in  three  main  classes  which  have  been  further  sub-divided  as  shown  below  : —

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  out  of  the  237  cases  admitted  only  4  cases  came  under  Class  II  ( b ).  At  the 
time  of  their  admission  233  were  admitted  with  signs  and  symptoms  of  congestive  cardiac  failure  when  the 
patients  were  at  rest.  Out  of  these  20  left  the  Hospital  in  the  same  stage  and  1 1 0  died.  The  remaining  showed 
improvement  and  at  the  time  of  their  discharge  50  could  be  classified  in  Class  1 1  (a)  and  57  in  Class  1 1  ( b ).

23.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  3,913  certificates  under  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act  and  325 
certificates  with  medical  opinion  were  issued  during  the  year  under  report.  The  number  of  mill  accident  cases 
has  greatly  increased  this  year  as  the  number  of  such  cases  treated  last  year  was  1 ,984  and  1 1 6  against  3,145  and 
1 53  patients  treated  in  the  casualty  department  and  admitted  as  in-patients,  respectively,  during  the  year  under 
report.  This  may  be  due  to  the  mills  working  double  shift  during  the  period  under  review. 
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24.  274  cases  were  treated  in  the  Hospital  for  poisoning  and  61  for  bites  during  the  year  under  report 
as  shown  hereunder  : —

25.  The  arrangement  of  sending  three  nurses  to  the  Arthur  Road  Hospital  for  attendance  on  fever 
cases  every  two  months  was  continued  during  the  year  under  report.

The  Matron  and  teaching  staff  deserve  congratulations  for  such  uniformly  good  results  in  the  Nurses’ 
Examinations. 


27.  The  cost  of  the  nursing  establishment  works  out  at  Rs.  85-5-0  per  nurse,  per  mensem,  against 
Rs.  82-12-0  in  the  previous  year.  It  includes  not  only  the  cost  of  salaries,  uniform  and  dhobi  allowances  and 
honoraria  paid  to  the  medical  staff  giving  instruction  in  the  nursing  school,  but  also  their  mess  charges,  the  cost 
of  electric  energy  consumed  and  repairs  to  their  quarters,  household,  linen  and  crockery.  The  increase  of 
Rs.  2-9-0  per  nurse  per  mensem  is  largely  due  to  the  increased  rates  on  account  of  the  war  for  the  supply  of 
provisions  for  the  nurses.  The  pro-rata  rent  for  quarters  provided  to  the  menial  staff  employed  in  the  Nurses’ 
Home  and  the  Municipal  Provident  Fund  contributions  are  not  included  in  the  above  figures. 


Nurses  Welfare  Fund. 

28.  The  Nurses’  Welfare  Fund  inaugurated  for  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  nursing  staff  of  this 
Hospital  was  of  material  help  to  them.  Under  its  auspices  3  socials  and  2  picnics  were  arranged  during  the  year. 
Thanks  are  due  to  the  ladies  helping  in  this  Fund  and  for  their  keen  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  nursing 
staff  during  the  year  under  report  and  to  all  those  firms  and  individuals  who  have  contributed  towards  the 
Fund  either  in  cash  or  in  kind. 

29.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  proprietors  of  the  Nawakal,  the  Illustrated  Weekly  of  India  and  the 
Times  of  India  for  the  supply,  free  of  charge,  of  one  copy  each  of  these  journals. 
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30.  The  total  collections  to  the  Fund  by  way  of  members’  subscriptions,  donations  and  interest  excluding 
the  amount  which  was  donated  for  the  construction  of  the  swimming  pool  at  the  new  Nurses’  Home  which  was 
subsequently  refunded  as  the  idea  of  constructing  the  swimming  pool  had  to  be  dropped  as  stated  in  the  last 
year’s  report,  came  to  Rs.  6,388-13-0.  Mention  must  also  be  made  of  the  handsome  donation  of  Dr.  P.  C. 
Bharucha,  Honorary  Physician  of  the  sum  of  Rs.  2,250  out  of  which  Rs.  1 ,500  were  ear-marked  for  meeting 
the  cost  of  constructing  the  covered  pathway  for  the  use  of  the  nurses  going  to  the  wards  on  duty  from  the 
Nurses’  Home  and  Rs.  750  for  purchasing  waterproof  capes  for  the  student  nurses.  The  expenditure,  inclusive 
of  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  covered  pathway  and  that  of  waterproof  capes  mentioned  above  amounted 
to  Rs.  6,021-12-1 . 


31.  Miss  Kathleen  E.  Burrows,  Matron  of  this  Hospital  retired  from  Municipal  service  on  21st  July 
1941  due  to  superannuation  and  Miss  P.  S.  D.  Lakdawalla,  Assistant  Matron  was  appointed  in  her  place  from 
the  same  date.  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  placing  on  record  the  valuable  services  Miss.  Burrows 
rendered  in  developing  the  Nursing  School  of  the  Hospital.  The  post  of  Assistant  Matron  was  vacant  upto 
28th  February  1942  and  Miss  K.  M.  Nowroji,  Sister  Tutor,  was  appointed  as  Acting  Assistant  Matron  from 
1st  March  1942. 

School  Clinic. 


32.  The  treatment  of  school  children  attending  the  Municipal  Primary  Schools  was  continued  during 
the  year  under  report,  and  as  shown  in  the  following  table,  1,849  new  children  were  treated  in  the  different 
departments  of  the  Hospital  in  addition  to  a  large  number  of  children  who  began  their  treatment  in  the  previous 
year.  The  total  number  of  children  treated  in  the  year  was  7,774  as  against  8,637  treated  in  the  previous  year

33.  1 18  School  clinic  children  were  operated  upon  in  the  Aural  department,  7  in  the  Ophthalmic — one 
requiring  major  operation  and  the  rest  six  minor.  8  Minor  operations  were  performed  in  the  outpatient  Minor 
Surgery  Department,  5  fractures  were  corrected  and  plastered.  Refraction  was  done  on  82  children  and  glasses 
were  prescribed  to  80  children  mcludng  one  to  whom  a  pair  of  dark  glasses  was  given.  10  Cases  of  trachoma 
and  5  cases  of  Phlyctenular  conjuctivities  were  treated  with  tuberculin  injection  with  very  encouraging  results. 
1 1  Cases  were  admitted  in  the  wards  and  were  treated  for  various  disorders.  8  Children  suffering  from  cervical 
adenitis  and  one  from  Phlyctenular  Conjunctivitis  were  treated  with  Ultra-Violet  rays  along  with  cod  liver  oil 
and  other  drugs.  Children  were  screened  and  X-Ray  plates  were  taken  whenever  necessary.  Laboratory 
investigation  was  also  done  for  a  large  number  of  children.  3  Cases  of  dog  bite  were  referred  to  the  Haffkine, 
Institute  for  treatment  and  one  case  of  diphtheria  was  transferred  to  the  Arthur  Road  Hospital.  The  total  cost 
of  the  clinic  at  the  K.E.M.  Hospital  amounted  to  Rs.  8,956-1-0.  A  detailed  report  of  the  School  Clinic  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Executive  Health  Officer. 

*  Poor  Box  Charity  Fund. 

34.  The  Poor  Box  Charity  Fund  from  which  relief  is  rendered  to  poor  patients  for  providing  them  with 
spectacles,  crutches,  trusses,  artificial  limbs,  travelling  expenses,  etc.,  has  received  steady  support  from  the  public 
as  well  as  from  the  patients  of  this  Hospital,  as  will  be  seen  from  Appendix  No.  2 1 .  Besides  relief  in  the  shape 
of  blood  transfusion,  costly  drugs,  medicines,  injections,  travelling  expenses  etc.,  the  following  appliances,  etc., 
were  provided  to  154  patients  at  a  total  cost  of  Rs.  1 ,821  -6-0  as  shown  below  : —

35.  It  may  be  added  that  it  was  possible  to  provide  blood  transfusion  to  135  cases  during  the  year 
under  report  with  the  help  of  monetary  assistance  to  the  donors  of  blood  from  this  Fund. 


36.  The  Securities  held  by  the  Poor  Box  Charity  Fund  of  the  face  value  of  Rs.  1 ,40,000  in  favour  of  the 
Dean,  K.E.M.  Hospital,  have  been  transferred  in  the  name  of  the  Municipal  Commissioner  for  the  City  of  Bombay 
and  the  Corporation  have  been  approached  to  create  a  Trust  of  the  Fund  with  a  view  to  utilising  the  same  for 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  a  Convalescent  Home  for  the  discharged  patients  from  this  Hospital.  The 
matter  is  still  under  the  consideration  of  the  Corporation.

The  College. 

39.  During  the  year  under  report,  80  fresh  admissions  were  made  in  June,  1941.  An  educational 
survey  of  these  students  shows  that  their  average  age  at  the  time  of  their  admission  was  19.82;  it  being  17.28 
when  they  Matriculated.  The  corresponding  ages  in  the  previous  years  were  19.0  and  1 7.2  years,  respectively. 
72  of  these  students  were  single,  3  married  and  5  betrothed.  A  statistical  study  of  the  occupations  of  the 
parents  or  guardians  of  the  newly  admitted  students  shows  that  23  were  dependent  on  service,  24  on  business, 
7  on  medical  profession,  6  on  legal  profession,  8  on  pensions,  4  on  landed  property,  2  on  agriculture,  2  on 
miscellaneous  occupations  and  4  had  no  occupation. 

40.  The  number  of  undergraduate  students  on  the  College  roll  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  441 ,  which 
included  74  lady  students,  and  that  of  post-graduate  and  research  students  was  67  as  shown  below  : —

41 .  Thanks  are  due  to  the  authorities  of  the  Bai  Jerbai  Wadia  Hospital  for  Children  for  the  continua¬ 
tion  of  the  facilities  given  to  the  students  of  this  College  for  clinical  instruction  in  the  diseases  of  children  at  that 
Hospital  during  the  year  under  report. 

42.  In  accordance  with  the  scheme  of  examining  students  medically,  as  inaugurated  by  the  University 
of  Bombay,  out  of  464  students  so  examined  291  students  (62.7  per  cent.)  were  placed  under  Class  ‘A’,  172 
(37  per  cent.)  in  Class  ‘B’  and  1  (0.3  per  cent)  in  class  ‘C’;  the  percentages  of  students  classified  as  belonging  to 
‘A’,  'B"  and  ‘C’  Classes  during  the  year  1940-41  being  64.3,  35  and  0.7  respectively.  Those  whose 
condition  required  treatment  were  referred  to  the  Honorary  Staff  of  the  K.  E.  M.  Hospital.

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Annual  Cost  and  Revenue. 


44.  The  total  expenditure  of  the  College,  including  liabilities  as  well  as  expenditure  on  the  Hostels, 
came  to  Rs.  2,74,0 1 8  during  the  year  under  report  as  against  Rs.  2,77,087  during  the  year  1 940-41 .  The  revenue 
of  the  College  in  the  form  of  tution  fees,  hostel  rent  and  miscellaneous  receipts  amounts  to  Rs.  1,18,751  as 
against  Rs.  1 ,23,  006  during  1940-41 .  The  gross  cost  per  student  for  the  year  under  report  comes  to  Rs.  621 .3 
while  the  net  cost  works  out  at  Rs.  352.1  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  figures  of  Rs.  650  and  Rs.  361 .5 
respectively,  for  the  year  1 940-41 .  The  amount  of  fees  received  from  the  post-graduate  students  was  Rs.  4,1 70. 

Library  and  Museum. 

45.  During  the  year  under  report,  241  new  books  were  added  to  the  College  Library  as  against  204 
in  the  preceding  year.  Of  these  8  books  were  presented  to  the  Library  by  their  authors  as  complimentary 
copies  for  which  thanks  are  due  to  them.  51  Volumes  of  medical  journals  were  got  bound  during  the  year  under 
report.  The  number  of  books  issued  to  the  medical  students  was  14,031  as  against  32,034  in  the  preceding  year. 
2,935  Books  and  journals  were  issued  to  members  of  the  Teaching  Staff  of  the  College  and  Resident  Medical 
Officers  of  the  K.E.M.  Hospital.  Arrangements  are  being  made  to  provide  a  special  library  room  for  the  staff. 

46.  Dr.  J.  A.  Fernandez,  M.R.C.P.  (Edin.),  Honorary  Assistant  Dermatologist  and  Venerelogist  at  these 
institutions  presented  23  medical  books  to  the  Library  during  the  year.  Miss  K.  A.  Dalai  a  student  of  the 
College,  presented  13  books  in  memory  of  her  father,  the  late  Seth  Amerchand  Kalidas  Dalai,  to  the  Library 
with  the  special  object  of  making  them  available  to  the  poor  students  to  read  them  at  home.  Similarly  with  the 
same  object  in  view,  the  Gujarathi  and  Marathi  Literary  Societies  of  the  College  presented  36  books  to  the 
Library  out  of  the  proceeds  collected  by  them  from  a  dramatic  performance.  One  medical  book  was  presented 
by  Dr.  B.  N.  Purandare,  M.D.  (Bom.),  F.R.C.S.  (Edin.),  Honorary  Assistant  Gynaecologist,  and  one  by  Drs.  B.  S. 
Pendse  and  S.  V.  Kanitkar  of  the  Pharmacology  Department  of  the  College.  Our  grateful  thanks  are  due  to 
them  all. 

47.  40  New  wet  and  dry  specimens  were  added  to  the  Anatomy  Museum  during  the  year  under  report 
and  75  old  specimens  were  renewed.  The  total  number  of  specimens  in  the  Anatomy  and  Comparative  Anatomy 
Section  now  comes  to  over  1 590.  Lack  of  space  to  keep  more  specimens  is  keenly  felt  and  provision  of  further 
accommodation  for  this  Section  of  the  Museum  is  now  necessary. 


48.  57  New  specimens  were  added  to  the  Pathology  Museum  while  a  number  of  old  specimens  which 
had  deteriorated  were  rejected.  104  Old  specimens  were  remounted  during  the  year;  thus  bringing  the  total 
specimens  to  over  1 ,350  in  the  Pathology  Section  of  the  Museum.  7  X-Ray  dia-positives  have  been  added 
to  the  Museum  bringing  the  total  to  1 38  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


49.  In  the  Artist  Department  260  photographs  of  patients,  specimens,  etc.,  were  taken  during  the 
year  1941. 

Students'  Hostels. 


50.  The  number  of  students  residing  in  the  Hostel  for  male  students  during  the  year  under  report  was 
1 46  as  against  i  30  during  the  previous  year. 

51.  The  number  of  women  students  resident  in  the  Women  Students’  Hostel  during  the  year  under 
report  was  28  as  against  26  during  the  previous  year. 

52.  The  total  expenditure  incurred  on  the  Hostels,  exclusive  of  non-recurring  expenditure,  was 
Rs.  10,780  while  the  income  derived  in  the  form  of  rent  was  Rs.  18,630. 


Gymkhana. 


53.  The  College  Gymkhana  took  part  in  the  Inter-Collegiate  Tournaments  during  the  year  under  report. 
In  Hockey,  our  College  reached  the  Finals,  but  unfortunately  lost  to  the  St.  Xavier’s  College  after  a  good  fight. 
In  Football  also  we  reached  the  Finals  and  almost  beat  the  St.  Xavier’s  by  one  goal  when  the  match  was  abandoned 
due  to  bad  weather  and  failing  light.  In  the  replay,  however,  we  were  unlucky  in  not  reproducing  our  previous 
performance  due  to  the  full  complement  of  the  1  earn  not  being  present.  In  the  other  departments  of 
games,  such  as,  Cricket,  Tennis,  Badminton,  things  did  not  turn  up  to  our  expectations. 

Research. 

54.  The  different  departments  of  the  College  and  the  Hospital  had,  in  addition  to  their  normal  teaching 
and  other  work,  the  following  investigations  in  hand  during  the  year  under  report : — 

( I )  Nutritive  value  of  Fish  Liver  Oils. 

(This  enquiry  is  being  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Indian  Research  Fund  Association). 


“  The  liver  oils  of  Mushi  and  Ghol  which  were  previously  analysed  for  vitamin  ‘A’  colorometrically,  were 
subjected  to  biological  assay  both  for  vitamin  ‘A’  as  well  as  ‘D’.  Vitamin  ‘A’  assay  was  made  by  the  growth  method 
and  ‘D’  by  the  bone  ash  method.  In  the  case  of  Mushi  liver  oil,  the  colorometric  as  well  as  biological  methods 
gave  concordant  results  with  regard  to  vitamin  ‘A’  whereas  in  the  case  of  Ghol  liver  oil  the  biological  assay  gave 
two-third  the  value  of  colorometric  analysis.  The  Mushi  liver  oil  gave  98  I.U.  and  Ghol  liver  oil  563  I.U.  of 
vitamin  ‘D’  per  gramme  of  oil.  The  results  of  the  investigation  inicate  that  both  the  samples  of  liver  oil  are 
rich  in  sources  of  vitamin  ‘A’  and  Ghol  liver  oil  is  richer  in  vitamin  ‘D’  than  Mushi  liver  oil.”

(2)  Metabolism  of  Calcium  in  Health  and  Diseases. 

(This  enquiry  is  being  earned  out  under  the  auspices  of  the  Indian  Research  Fund  Association.) 

“  The  work  on  the  above  enquiry  which  is  in  progress  for  the  last  few  years,  was  continued  during  the 
year  under  report.  The  investigation  deals  with  the  alterations  in  the  chemical  constituents  of  blood  due  to 
the  onset  of  rickets  induced  experimentally  in  animals.  Blood  samples  of  children  suffering  from  rickets  are 
also  being  analysed  to  see  if  similar  changes  are  observed  in  clinical  rickets.” 


(3)  Milk  enquiry. 

(This  enquiry  was  carried  out  with  the  help  of  a  grant  from  the  Seth  G.  S.  Medical  College 

and  the  K.  E.  M.  Hospital  Research  Fund.) 

The  investigation  was  completed  by  the  begming  of  the  year  1 942.  339  samples  including  236  individual 
and  303  herd  samples  of  buffalo  milk  were  analysed  for  fat,  protein  and  sugar.  1  he  data  revealed  that  the  com¬ 
position  of  milk  underwent  changes  with  the  progress  of  lactation.  The  seasonal  changes  and  the  feed  influenced 
the  fat  content.  The  usual  ranges  for  fat,  non-fatty  solids  and  the  specific  gravity  at  1 5°c.  for  herd  samples  were 
7.0  to  9.0  per  cent.,  9.0  to  10.0  per  cent.,  and  1 ,029  to  1 ,032  respectively.  A  modification  of  Richmond’s  formula 
is  suggested  for  calculating  total  solids  from  fat  content  and  the  specific  gravity.” 

(4)  Diet  Survey  in  the  City  of  Bombay. 

(This  investigation  is  being  carried  out  with  the  help  of  a  grant  from  Seth  G.  S.  Medical  College  &  K. 
E.  M.  Hospital  Research  Fund.) 

‘‘During  the  year  1941-42,  Diet  Surveys  of  24  Mohammedan  families,  13  Christian  families  and 
37  Gujarati  families  belonging  to  different  groups  of  income  were  carried  out.  The  enquiry  revealed  that  the 
diets  of  the  rich  as  well  as  those  of  poor  were  very  ill-balanced.  Amongst  the  vegetarians  deficiency  of  protein 
was  very  marked.  The  diets  of  poor  families  were  deficient  m  total  calories,  proteins,  fat  and  poor  in  calcium  ; 
consumption  of  milk  being  very  low.  Amongst  the  non-vegetarians  the  ratio  of  Ca.  P  was  very  high.  The 
consumption  of  leafy  vegetables  was  found  to  be  very  meagre  amongst  Christian,  Mohammedan  and  Parsee 
families.  Gujarati  diets  were  pretty  rich  in  fat  but  poor  in  total  and  animal  proteins.” 


(5)  The  role  of  Corpus  Luteum  in  the  maintenance  of  Vitamin  ‘C’  balance  of  the  body  in  Women. 

“  The  investigation  is  in  progress  and  annual  experiemnts  are  to  be  started  shortly  for  artificial  produc¬ 
tions  of  Corpus  Luteum  and  for  the  assessment  of  vitamin  ‘C’  in  the  tissue  cells  and  body  fluids.  The  cost  of 
this  enquiry  is  met  from  the  College  grant.” 

(6)  The  incidence  and  causation  of  Glycosuria  in  Pregnancy. 

“  A  fairly  large  amount  of  data  has  been  collected  with  regard  to  this  enquiry  and  the  results  are  being 
scrutinised  with  a  view  to  arrive  at  definite  findings.The  cost  of  this  enquiry  is  met  from  the  College  grant.” 


(7)  The  effect  of  Vitamin  ‘D’  on  the  Colloidal  Osmotic  Pressure  of  Serum. 

“The  investigation  was  started  in  July,  1941.  Dogs  from  which  serum  is  obtained  are  fed  on  diets 
containing  vitamin  ‘D’  and  without  it,  respectively.  The  colloidal  osmotic  pressure  in  both  cases  is  determined. 
The  apparatus  employed  is  a  modification  of  the  original  apparatus  devised  by  Krought  and  Wakazawa. 
The  cost  of  this  enquiry  is  met  from  the  College  grant.” 

(8)  Investigation  on  indigenous  Drugs. 

(This  investigation  is  carried  out  under  the  auspices  of  the  Indian  Research  Fund  Association.) 

“During  the  year  under  report,  the  enquiry  on  Indigenous  Drugs,  which  is  being  conducted  during  the 
last  three  years,  was  continued  and  work  was  done  on  the  following  drugs  : — 

1 .  Solanim  Xanthocarpum,  Seeds. 

2.  Vinca  Rosea  Linn,  whole  plant. 

3.  Daemia  Extensa,  Leaves. 

4.  Carica  Papaya,  Seeds. 

The  chemical  and  pharmacological  investigations  of  drug  No.  1  have  been  completed,  while  that  of  the 
remaining  ones  is  in  progress.  Reports  on  the  results  of  the  work  of  these  drugs  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Indian  Research  Fund  Association  from  time  to  time.” 

(9)  The  species  of  frogs  found  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  Bombay  &  theit  peculiar  relations  te  Drugs. 

(This  work  is  being  carried  out  with  the  help  of  a  grant  from  the  University  of  Bombay.) 

“  The  work  which  was  started  last  year  for  studying  special  relations,  if  any,  to  certain  drugs,  of  the 
specimens  of  frogs,  found  in  Bombay  and  its  Suburbs  was  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  under  report  and 
has  been  submitted  to  the  University  of  Bombay.” 
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(10)  Determination  of  the  exact  period  of  ossification  of  bones  amongst  Indian  School  children. 

(This  work  is  being  carried  out  with  the  help  of  a  grant  from  the  University  of  Bombay.) 

“  The  work  undertaken  during  the  previous  year  on  the  above  enquiry  was  carried  out  during  this  year 
also.  So  far  X’Ray  photographs  of  3 1 3  male  students  and  1 22  female  students  have  been  taken  and  the  work  is 
still  in  progress.” 

(11)  Deoelopment  of  body  parts  of  children  between  6  &  1 1  years  of  age. 

(This  enquiry  is  being  carried  out  in  the  Anatomy  Department  with  the  help  of  the  grant  from  the 
Seth  G.  S.  Medical  College  &  K.  E.  M.  Hospital  Research  Fund.) 

“  During  the  year  anthropometric  investigations  were  continued.  Students  of  the  Babu  Pannalal  Jain 
High  School  and  Sir  J.  J.  Schools  at  Parel  were  measured  for  permitting  which  thanks  are  due  to  the  authorities 
of  the  above  institutions.  Besides,  300  candidates  of  local  police  force  also  were  measured  for  which  thanks  are 
due  to  the  Police  Commissioner  and  the  Police  Surgeon,  Dr.  H.  S.  Mehta,  M.S.,  for  allowing  the  necessary  faci¬ 
lities  for  the  work. 

From  the  anthropometric  data  so  far  collected,  the  study  of  the  growth  of  foot  length  and  pelvic  width 
has  been  just  completed  the  findings  of  which  are  likely  to  be  of  much  interest.  Further  studies  on  the  rela¬ 
tionship  of  the  weight  of  the  skeletons  are  being  pursued.” 

(12)  Reliability  of  Guinea-Pig  inoculation  test  in  theDiagnosis  of  Human  T ubercular  affections. 

(Originally  this  enquiry  was  started  with  the  help  of  a  grant  from  the  Indian  Research  Fund  Association. 

It  was  subsequently  taken  up  with  the  help  of  the  Seth  G.  S.  Medical  College  and  K.  E.  M. 

Hospital  Research  Fund.) 

“  A  paper  incorporating  the  work  done  so  far  was  published  in  the  “Indian  Journal  of  Medical  Research.” 

In  order  to  make  the  thesis  complete,  a  few  lacunae  in  the  piece  of  work  had  to  be  filled.  The  investiga¬ 
tions  are  now  carried  out  with  a  view  to  fill  in  these  gaps.” 

(1 3)  Enquiry  into  Pathogenic  and  Non-Pathogenic  Flora  and  Fauna  of  the  Sewage  Purification 

Works,  Dadar. 

“  This  enquiry  has  been  able  to  establish  the  fact  that  raw  sewage,  activated  sludge,  digested  liquor  and 
the  effluent  harbour  typhoid  germs  in  a  quantiy  so  as  to  render  these  materials  dangerous  from  the  point  of  view 
of  public  health.  Experiments  carried  out  with  flies  caught  round  about  the  plant  have  shown  that  they  might 
carry  typhoid  bacilli  from  these  sources.  Further  work  in  regard  to  the  significance  of  these  findings  is  being 
continued.  The  work  is  being  carried  out  with  the  help  of  grant  from  the  Seth  G.  S.  Medical  College  and  K.E.M' 
Hospital  Research  Fund.” 


(14)  Enquiry  into  Anaerobic  —Wound  Infection. 

(This  enquiry  is  being  conducted  under  the  auscpices  of  the  Indian  Research  Fund  Association.) 

“  In  addition  to  the  study  of  pathogenic  anaerobes  found  in  deep  seated  wounds  and  gas  gangrene  cases, 
a  bacterio-logical  analysis  of  specimens  of  soil,  manure  and  street  dust  is  being  made  to  find  out  the  nature  of 
pathogenic  anaerobes  contained  in  them.” 

(15)  A  study  of  unrecognised  type  of  Nodules  occurring  in  Human  Spleens. 

“The  work  on  the  above  enquiry  which  was  undertken  in  the  previous  year  was  continued.  It  has  now 
become  possible  to  demonstrate  adult  filarial  worm  in  the  epidydimis  with  microfilaria  in  the  blood  and  typical 
nodules  in  the  spleen.  Experimental  work  on  the  prouction  of  nodules  is  being  carried  out.” 

( 1 6)  Enquiry  into  T oxaemia  of  Pregnancy. 

(This  enquiry  which  was  originally  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Indian  Research  Fund  Associa¬ 
tion  is  now  being  carried  out  by  Dr.  N.  A.  Purandare  at  his  own  cost.) 

“Previous  work  regarding  the  effects  on  experimental  animals  of  the  albumin  and  globulin  fractions 
of  the  autolysed  placental  extract  was  confirmed  by  further  experiments  this  year.  The  quantity  of  nitrogen 
in  albumin  and  globulin  fractions  was  determined  by  Kjeldahl’s  method  with  a  view  to  determine  quantitatively 
the  amount  of  the  protein  fractions.  Routine  bio-chemical  work  done  on  toxaemic  patients  was  stopped  as 
sufficient  data  has  now  accumulated.” 

(17)  Role  of  Anaerobic  Streptococci  in  Puerperal  Sepsis. 

(This  enquiry  is  being  conducted  with  the  help  of  a  grant  from  the  Bombay  University). 

In  addition  to  the  work  on  normal  vaginal  flora  with  reference  to  anaerobic  streptococci,  a  study  was 
made  of  septic  puerperal  cases  in  which  no  operative  interference  took  place  at  the  time  of  labour.” 
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Thanks  are  due  to  the  authorities  of  the  Nowrosji  Wadia  Maternity  Hospital  and  the  Cama  &  Albless 
Hospitals  for  the  co-operation  extended  by  them  in  giving  facilities  for  the  collection  of  clinical  material  for 
the  conduct  of  the  above  two  enquiries.

55.  Special  Classes  for  D.O.  and  D.O.M.S.,  were  held  during  the  year  under  report  as  in  previous  years. 
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56.  Towards  the  latter  half  of  the  year  the  eastern  part  of  the  world  got  itself  engulfed  in  the  cauldron 
of  the  second  world  war  with  sudden  attacks  by  Japan  on  the  Pearl  Harbour  in  Hawaii  and  the  British  Posses¬ 
sions  in  Malaya  and  Singapore.  The  events  moved  with  such  rapidity  that  the  end  of  the  official  year  saw  the 
war  approaching  the  eastern  gates  of  India.  The  present  war  has  revolutionised  the  technique  of  war  and 
the  civilians  no  longer  can  claim  to  be  immune  from  the  actual  combat  zone  as  the  introduction  of  aerial 
bombardment  of  cities  and  towns  has  wrought  unprecedented  havoc  on  civilian  property  and  life.  To 
be  forewarend  therefore,  is,  to  be  fore-armed  and  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  civilians 
should  be  on  their  guard  from  such  surprise  attacks.  The  civilian  casualties  caused  on  an 
unprecedented  scale  by  ruthless  aerial  bombardments  have  placed  tremendous  strain  and  responsibility 
on  the  medical  profession  for  prompt  action  to  relieve  human  suffering.  The  College  and  Hospital 
are  therefore  being  organised  to  meet  a  sudden  calamity,  if  any  were  to  visit  this  great  city  of  ours.  With 
this  view  several  A.R.P.  measures  have  been  organised  by  augmenting  the  staff,  giving  them  special  training, 
by  the  construction  of  blast  walls,  by  provision  of  additional  beds  to  meet  civilian  casulities,  by  construction  of 
special  shelters  and  by  provision  of  sand  bags,  stirrup  pumps  and  other  necessary  equipment  to  fight 
incendiary  bombs.  Shadows  of  war  are  hovering  over  us  and  it  has  become  extremely  difficult  to  obtain  medical 
supplies  and  other  materials  for  the  relief  of  patients  in  sufficient  quantity  with  the  result  that  the  cost  on  these 
items  is  every  day  increasing.  It  has  also  adversely  affected  the  extension  scheme  of  the  Hospital  to  which  a 
detailed  reference  was  made  in  the  last  year’s  report.  Several  of  the  extension  works  had  to  be  postponed  for 
want  of  funds,  building  materials  and  because  of  the  urgent  needs  of  A.  R.  P.  works. 

Co-operative  Credit  Society,  Ltd. 

57.  The  Co-operative  Credit  Society  of  the  Labour  staff  of  the  Hospital  and  College  has  been  working 
satisfactorily  and  has  continued  to  be  in  class  ‘A’  since  its  promotion  to  it. 

58.  The  Share  capital  of  the  Society  which  was  Rs.  12,695-0-0  on  31st  March  1941,  has  gone  upto 
Rs.  15,496  by  the  end  of  March  1942,  Rs.  5,274  having  been  collected  by  way  of  monthly  subscriptions  while 
Rs.  2,473  refunded  to  retiring  members. 

59.  Due  to  the  steady  increase  in  the  share  capital  the  Society  was  able  to  refund  fixed  deposits  to  the 
extent  of  Rs.  2,1 10.  During  the  same  period  fresh  deposits  of  Rs.  1,050  were  accepted.  The  Society  has  still 
Rs.  3,750  as  deposits  from  non-members. 

60.  During  the  period  under  report  the  loans  advanced  by  the  Society  to  its  members  amounted  to 
Rs.  20,225  against  which  Rs.  22,007  were  received  from  members  towards  the  repayment  of  previous  loans. 

61 .  The  average  amount  borrowed  by  a  member  during  the  period  under  report,  is  identical  with  that 
of  the  previous  year,  viz.,  Rs.  1 16  to  Rs.  1 17  per  head.  The  loans  are  granted  after  making  detailed  inquiries 
regarding  the  applicants’  indebtedness,  etc.  The  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Mananging  Committee  have 
been  taking  personal  interest  in  individual  cases  of  members,  in  clearing  off  their  past  debts  by  inviting  their 
creditors  to  the  office  of  the  Society,  and  settling  their  debts  on  terms  favourable  to  members. 

62.  The  Society  at  its  5th  Annual  General  meeting  held  on  14th  October  1941  declared  a  dividend 
of  6\  per  cent.,  on  the  paid  up  share  capital  for  the  year  ending  30th  June,  1941.  The  net  profits  earned  by  the 
Society  during  the  same  period  were  Rs.  1 ,266-6-6  as  against  Rs.  1 ,095  of  the  previous  year. 

63.  The  Reserve  Fund  has  been  increased  from  Rs.  950-2-0  to  Rs.  1 ,279- 1 0-6  The  other  miscellaneous 
funds  amount  to  Rs.  673-8-0. 

64.  The  total  membership  was  reduced  from  261  to  248  by  the  end  of  March  1 942.  1 3  members  joined 

the  Society  against  26  retired  during  the  same  period.  The  decrease  in  the  membership  was  mainly  due  to  the 
members  retiring  from  service. 

65.  During  the  period  under  report  the  Society  received  a  generous  donation  of  Rs.  201  from  Dr.  G.  T. 
Mody,  Honorary  Opthalmic  Surgeon  at  the  Hospital,  in  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  labour  staff 
of  the  Hospital  to  his  late  son,  Mr.  Ramniklal. 

66.  This  will  be  the  last  report,  it  will  be  my  privilege,  to  submit.  The  College  and  Hospital  were 
started  1 7  and  1 6  years  ago,  respectively,  and  it  is  with  a  feeling  of  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to  record  that  the 
whole  period  has  not  only  been  one  of  progressive  development  enabling  them  to  take  the  foremost  place  amongst 
corresponding  institutions  in  the  country,  but  that  they  have  also  set  a  pace  for  others  to  follow  and  a  model 
to  copy.  Before,  as  well  as  soon  after  they  were  established,  efforts  were  made  from  the  highest  quarters  in 
the  Province  to  have  them  handed  over  to  a  senior  officer  of  the  Indian  Medical  Service  for  initial  organisation 
and  adminis-  tration  to  be  returned  later  to  the  Municipality  for  Indian  hands  to  manage!  The  Indian  Medical 
Service  was  in  those  days  still  in  the  fore-front  of  privilege  and  power  both  in  teaching  and  in  consulting  practice. 
Seventeen  years’  effective  work  by  the  staff  of  these  and  other  institutions  has  left  its  mark  on  the  City  so  deeply 
that  so  far  as  medical  education  and  consulting  practice  are  concerned  there  is  hardly  a  trace  of  influence  of  that 
Service  to  be  noticed  in  the  City,  except  in  administrative  matters.  This  is  a  triumph  of  Indian  organisation 
and  co-  operative  effort  of  which  the  City  Corporation  as  well  as  the  Citizens  may  well  feel  proud. 

67.  The  Institutions  have  grown  beyond  my  expectations  when  the  Corporation  elected  me  as  their 
Chief  over  1 7  years  ago.  Almost  every  department  of  the  College  has  expanded  considerably,  credit  for  which 
goes  mainly  to  the  Heads  of  those  Departments.  Both  our  Anatomy  and  Pathology  Museums  are  excellent  and 
contain  a  variety  of  valuable  specimens  in  spite  of  the  limited  space  to  which  they  are  confined.  The  area 
occupied  by  the  Museums  is  now  a  little  over  three  times  what  was  set  apart  for  them  in  1925,  thanks  to 
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the  generous  donation  of  Rs.  1 ,1 0,000  from  the  Trustees  of  the  late  Seth  Jamnadas  Lallubhai  for  the  construction 
of  the  Pathology  Museum  Hall.  There  is  however  hardly  any  room  for  expansion  in  the  Anatomy  Museum. 
Every  department  of  the  Hospital  has  also  considerably  expanded.  The  Out-patient  Department  now  offers 
commodious  space  for  almost  all  its  sections.  A  new  section  has  been  started  by  adding  the  Orthopaedic  depart¬ 
ment.  The  X-Ray  and  Electro-therapy  section  has  now  all  its  component  parts  housed  in  a  large  and  spacious 
new  X-Ray  Block.  The  Opthalmic  Department  has  been  provided  with  a  new  operation  theatre  and  co- 
siderable  facilities  for  refraction  work  have  been  made  available.  The  Skin  and  Venereal  section  now  occupies 
about  five  times  the  space  it  did  in  1926  and  so  also  the  Aural  Department  area  has  expanded  four  times.  A 
new  Tonsil  Ward  has  been  constructed  and  also  an  observation  ward  for  psychopathic  cases.  The  Central 
Clinical  Laboratory  has  been  expanded.  A  new  Operation  Theatre  Block  was  planned  and  almost  sanctioned 
but  the  sudden  onset  of  war  upset  this  arrangement  as  well  as  the  construction  of  two  additional  ward  pavilions 
and  the  remodelling  of  the  hospital  laundry  with  the  construction  of  a  small  workshop  for  hospital  requirements. 
The  Hospital  Extension  Scheme  was  to  cost  Rs.  15  lacs  out  of  which  over  Rs.  6  lacs  have  already  been  spent  and 
the  extensions  so  far  carried  out,  the  cost  of  which  will  ultimately  amount  to  about  Rs.  8  lacs,  will  be  of 
invaluable  help  in  providing  efficient  medical  relief  in  case  of  air  or  naval  attacks  by  the  enemy. 


68.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  providing  comforts  and  costly  medicines,  etc.,  to  the  patients 
of  this  Hospital  and  the  Poor  Box  Chairty  Fund  which  was  started  in  1926  has  steadily  grown.  Its  permanent 
fund  now  amounts  to  over  Rs.  1 ,40,000  and  a  proposal  has  been  put  up  for  the  approval  of  the  Corporation  to 
accept  this  amount  and  to  set  it  aside  for  the  construction  of  a  Convalescent  Home  for  the  patients  of  the  K.E.M. 
Hospital. 

69.  Various  amenities  have  been  also  provided  for  the  staff  of  the  institutions.  New  quarters  have  been 
provided  for  the  administrative,  medical,  nursing,  ministerial,  engineering  and  dispensary  staff.  Quarters 
for  the  labour  staff  were  planned  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  4,89,950  but  the  war  came  in  the  way  and  the  work  of  construc¬ 
tion  had  to  be  held  in  abeyance.  The  Hostel  accommodation  for  students  has  also  been  enalrged  by  adding  a 
third  storey  to  the  hostel  building  for  male  students  in  the  year  1931,  and  by  the  construction  of  a  new  Hostel 
for  Lady  Students  in  1938.  The  College  and  Hospital  have  been  continuously  provided  with  modern  and 
upto-date  equipment  and  apparatus  though  perhaps  pot  to  the  extent  each  individual  member  of  the  staff  would 
wish  but  certainly  on  a  scale  which  the  members  of  the  staff  of  many  similar  institutions  in  the  country  may 
envy. 

70.  With  the  growth  of  the  institutions,  the  extent  of  medical  relief  given  by  the  Hospital  has  likewise 
considerably  increased.  For  example,  while  the  daily  average  number  of  in-patients  in  1927  was  266.6,  it  has 
now  •  increased  to  450.6.  The  number  of  in-patients  admitted  in  the  Hosital  in  the  former  year  numbered 
5,923  and  it  has  increased  to  13,135  in  1941.  In  the  matter  of  outpatients,  the  number  has  increased  from 
39,698  in  1927  to  1,00,048  in  1941  ;  the  total  out  patient  attendance  being  1,16,375  and  4,14,936,  respectively 
in  the  two  years.  The  progress  made  by  the  Hospital  in  the  last  1  7  years  can  be  also  judged  from  the  number 
of  operations  performed.  These  numbered  1947  on  in-patients  and  1,650  on  out  patients  in  1927  as  against 
5,340  and  1 1 ,450,  respectively,  in  1941. 


71 .  The  College  was  permitted  to  admit  60  students  to  the  first  year  class  in  1925.  This  number  was 
increased  to  70  admissions  in  1931  and  to  80  in  1941.  The  College  started  with  46  undergraduate  students 
and  has  to-day  497  students  on  its  roll. 


72.  All  this  development  could  be  brought  about  because  of  the  smoothness  with  which  it  was,  on  the 
whole,  possible  to  run  the  administration  (no  doubt  there  have  been  awkward  occasions  and  troublesome  times 
on  and  off),  thanks  to  the  co-operation  which  the  senior  staff  and  the  loyalty  which  the  junior  medical,  nursing, 
ministerial  and  similar  staff  as  well  as  the  labour  staff  have  extended.  Such  progress  has  been  helped  by  the 
co-operation  I  received  from  the  Heads  and  other  staff  of  the  other  Municipal  departments  (though  there  have 
been  here  and  there  awkward  occasions  and  difficult  times)  and  to  tjhe  unstinted  support  which  I  received  from 
the  successive  Municipal  Commissioners  from  the  time  of  Mr.  (Now  Sir)  Hugh  Clayton,  through  Mr.  (Now 
Sir)  A.  R.  Dalai,  Mr.  H.  K.  Kirpalani,  Mr.  I.  H.  Taunton  to  that  of  Mr.  M.  D.  Bhat — not  to  mention  thos 
officers  who  held  the  post  for  short  periods  of  time.  All  the  progress  achieved  would  not  however  have  been 
possible  had  it  not  been  for  the  pride  with  which  the  College  and  Hospital  have  been  looked  upon  by  the  City 
Fathers  and  the  generosity  with  which  they  have  on  the  whole  met  their  financial  demands  and  the  sympathy  with 
which  they  have  looked  at  all  schemes  of  development  put  up  for  their  sanction.  There  was  a  time  when 
they  were  looked  .upon  by  a  certain  section  of  the  City  Fathers  and  even  a  Section  of  the  Press  as  “  White 
Elephants”.  Such  words  of  reproach  are  no  longer  heard.  Their  value  and  utility  are  now  well  established. 
The  Institutions  have  built  up  a  reputation  not  only  for  the  excellence  of  the  teaching  imparted  and  for  the 
excellence  of  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  patients  and  the  variety  of  difficult  and  skilful  operative  and 
other  work  carried  out  therein  but  also  for  the  research  work  which  they  have  systematically  taken  up. 


73.  Outside  the  School  of  Tropical  Medicine  at  Calcutta,  which  was  organised  mainly  with  the  object 
of  fostering  medical  research,  ours  are  the  only  teaching  medical  institutions  in  the  country  where  funds  on  a 
fair  scale  are  made  available  from  various  sources  for  the  conduct  of  various  scientific  enquiries.  But  the  work 
we  do,  though  more  compared  to  what  is  done  in  other  corresponding  insitutions  in  the  country,  is  little  compared 
to  what  is  done  in  similar  institutions  abroad.  Research  requiries  plenty  of  monetary  assistance  and  much 
patience.  A  beginning  has  however  been  made  and  we  have  now  a  Research  Fund  of  about  half  a  lakh  of 
rupees,  and  an  annual  expenditure  of  15  to  20  thousand  rupees  a  year  is  met  by  way  of  research  grants  from  the 
Indian  Research  Fund  Association,  the  Bombay  University  and  various  other  bodies.  Some  of  the  members 
of  our  own  staff  have  also  come  forward  from  time  to  time  to  help  in  this  connection.  It  was  my  ambition  to 
collect  an  Endowment  of  a  substantial  amount  to  place  our  research  organisation  on  a  sound  basis  but  as  in  many 
other  things  concerning  the  development  of  these  institutions  as  well  as  others  similarly  placed,  the  war  has 
unfortunately  come  in  the  way. 
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74.  Besides  my  inability  to  arrange  for  a  Research  Fund  of  the  required  size  for  the  College,  I  much 
regret  not  to  have  been  able  to  secure  a  playground  for  our  students.  Though  the  Corporation  have  seen  the 
necessity  of  providing  one,  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  circumstances  have  somehow  conspired  against  the 
realisation  of  this  good  intention.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  need  for  a  playground  will  be  satisfied  as  early  as 
possible. 

75.  In  the  last  year’s  annual  Report  a  detailed  statement  showing  the  extent  of  development  in  each 
section  of  the  College  and  Hospital  in  the  last  1 7  years  was  given  which  shows  that  though  much  has  been  achieved 
much  yet  remains  to  be  done.  The  progress  so  far  made  requiries  to  be  consolidated  and  some  internal  re¬ 
arrangement  has  to  be  taken  in  hand,  due  to  the  growth  of  the  College  and  Hospital  and  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  the  staff.  For  all  the  progress  and  development  I  would  like  to  place  on  record  my  sincere  thanks 
to  all  those  who  have  contributed  to  it  and  to  whom  I  have  already  referred  above.  There  is  one  name  I 
would  like  particularly  to  mention  and  that  is  of  the  Assistant  Dean,  Capt.  R.  E.  Dadachanji,  who  has  worked 
loyally  throughout  the  14  years  and  over  that  he  has  been  on  the  staff  of  the  College  and  Hospital  and  has  ably 
and  materially  helped  in  making  them  a  success.
